Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach the combination of a generally rectangular 
flat body having an outside edge with a front and back having first and second 
substantially complete enclosure support guides which are proximate and intersecting 
with opposite outside edges of the body and having a grommet mounted within the 
support guides, a handle which aides to maintain alignment of the first and second 
pipes during use of the device and a base coupled to and extending transversely 
outwardly from the outside edge of the body.
